Thanks you very anph for your detailed, helpful and ini onaative letter of the 10th» 

The multitude of involved agencies and the apparent l ac k of coamu ol cation between 
thorn do make problems for thooe who seek information. In turn I suppose we than present 
problems for tho agencies. I am sorry. 1 did not intend to make problems. 

I do want all Oswald and JFL assassination records, whatever their nature or origin. 

Because this ia a request for records that primarily benefits "the general public" 
and ia "in the public interest" I do ask that tho waiver bo applied. 

I have already begun the deposit of my records with a university. If you would prefer 
that you eond the records directly to that university this will satisfy mo. dy remaining 
literary interest in Oswald ia ilightl. 3ut I do want this public archive to be an 
complete as possible. I expect the historian who is in charge of this archive within the 
next several weeks, when hu will pick up more of my rocorda.I would be quite pleased if 
you would core to speak to him and satisfy yourself on this. I will inform him by a car 1 non 
of this letter. I believe he will bo using National Airport, which is close to your office. 

If jou do not waive I will pay the charges subject to the preservation of my rights 
in this matter. 

I appreciate you underncorings of "all " to attract my attention and inform me that 
your agency does not possess all Navy originated records and that there is not to ths 
beet of your knowledge any one Navy repository for all of them, before the amending of FOIA 
the Attorney General's Kemornndum on the Act required referrals to other agencies. If you 
cannot refer my request to those other components of which you are aware 1 would appreciate 
it if you could tell me where else to apply. 

I understood that the late Guy Johnson of New Orleans was an OBI officer. He did 
to me that in 1963 he had filed some reports relating to Oowald.Ihey are not in 
the Warren Cowii 0H1 file available at the National Archives, which I have. If you 
ca n be of help on this I would appreciate At. 

I do appreciate your informs tivc-neae very ouch. If others in the sovemment responded 
as you have it would greatly reduce government time and costa and would ba helpful to 
the spirit and intent of the Act, better for those who seek information.
